Negroes Threaten to Riot—Five Hun­ 
dred Surround the Jail aud Court 
House to Prevent the Lynching of 
One of Their Number—Troops Sent 
For by the Sheriff. 


Key West, Fla., June 26.—This city 
was on the verge of a race war Fri­ 
da}. night. 
Several hundred negroes 
vt ere quartered at Jackson park ready 
to take part in any outbreak which 
might come about. One w'hite man was 
killed and several others wounded. 
Sylvester Johnson, a negro, attacked 
lour white women, and, it is charged, 
assaulted one. 
The negro was given a 
preliminary hearing before a justice, 
and during the 
proceedings a man 
named Pendleton arose rn court and 
naked if there were not white men 
•Lough present to lynch the prisoner. 
Intense excitement ensued, but the au­ 
thorities succeeded in 
landing their 
prisoner in jail. 
Later in the after­ 
noon, while 
Pendleton 
was passing 
dcw’n the street, he was attack**! by a 
mob of negroes, but was rescued un­ 
harmed. 
This intensified the feeling, 
which ran high on 
both 
sides, anc! 
fears of a riot caused the local militia 
company to assemble at the armary 
The city was completely at the mercy 
of a negro mob. It surrounded the jail 
and court house. 
In the latter build­ 
ing was the local militia armory. 
In 
the excitement the mob began firing, 
killing William Gardner, 
white, and 
wounding several others. 
Sheriff Knight wired the governor 
asking for aid to quell the riot. 
He 
requested the governor to orler out the 
local military and asked the secretary 
of war at Washington to order out the 
national troops if needed to protect 
lives and jxoperty. Johnson is still 5n 
jail. The negroes guarded the jail over 
50$ strong, all well armed and furious 
at the attitude of the w’hites. 
They 
swore they would kill every white man 
on the Island before Johnson should be 
lynched. 
The whites are in earnest now, the 
killing of Gardner having aroused their 
anger to white 
heat. 
Mrs. 
Atwell, 
Johnson’s victim, is reported to lie dy­ 
ing, and this aggravates the situation. 
The negroes outnumber the whites four 
to one, and, knowing this, they arc very 
outrageous in 
their demeanor and 
flaunt their guns everywhere.

Washington. June 26.—The 
senate 
Friday completed the wool schedule, 
the silk 
schedule 
and 
the tobacco 
schedule of the tarff bill, and with this 
accomplished the tarff leaders had the 
satisfaction of knowing that all 
the 
schedules of the bill and the free list 
had been gone over once. There now 
remains only to go through the bill a 
second time, passing on the items 
passed over. 
These are very numer­ 
ous and important, including 
hides, 
gloves, coal, tea and beer. After that 
the internal revenue features of the 
bill will be all that remains. Progross 
was rapid Friday, although every para­ 
graph relating to carpets was stubborn­ 
ly contested. The consideration of the 
silk schedule led to a strong contest 
against the proposed duties 
on silk 
fabrics. Senators Teller and
